ceived it.

'When Camp Colt was discontinued 


a wrecking company bought and re- 
moved the buildings thereon, but the 
sewers, water courses, trenches and 
other excavations were not restored 
to their original condition, it is said.

| catch the eye and gladden the hearts 
of the flower lovers who in their de­ 
light and enthusiasm will be tempted 
to pluck them and curry them home 
where they will soon wither and lose 
their beauty. It is these flower lovers, 
in their thoughtlessness, who are in­ 
deed responsible for the scarcity and 
destruction of many of our rare wild 
flowers. 
Often 
they gather every 
specimen from a colony and cause its 
final disappearance from that particu­ 
lar spot; thus the rare beauties are 
driven farther and farther from the 
cities and centers of population. 
“Those who care little for the wild 
flowers usually puss them 
by 
un­ 
noticed or with a mere glance of ap­ 
preciation and are, therefore, rarely, if 
ever, responsible for their destruction. 
I It is indeed the flower lover who is 
most frequently the flower foe.

course these depredations are not done 
with intention hut through thought­ 
lessness, selfishness or ignorance1. Let 
every flower lover think twice before 
he plucks once the flow'cr which needs 
protection and which may bring joy 
to the hearts of others who subse­ 
quently pass by.”
